Mr. Smith rushed into the house, 
hoisted several windows and sent a 
hurry-up call to central police sta­ 
tion for the pulmotor. 
Captain Lawrence Dugan and Pa­ 
trolman Emil Last made the 
trip 
to the Prizywojski 
home in rapid 
time but found members of the fam­ 
ily sufficiently revived to make the 
pulmotor^ use unnecessary. 
More or less 
mystery surrounds 
the source of the gas supply. 
A 
coal stove, in which coke was being 
used, was throwing off fumes when 
the policemen arrived, according to 
Capt. Dugtm. 
The small quanitiy of 
gas left in coke is not believed to 
be sufficient to cause asphyxiation, 
however. 
The residence is equip­ 
ped with gas lights and gas range 
but a minute and careful examina­ 
tion of all fixtures failed to disclose 
a leak. 
Members of the family were re­ 
moved to the home of neighbors 
where, with the exception of Lucy, 
aged IO, all have fully recovered.

LONDON, Dec. IS— The most des­ 
perate fighting of the entire eastern 
campaign is now’ developing on a 
line within thirty miles of the city 
of Warsaw. 
Berlin is celebrating what is ac­ 
cepted there aa a great victory over 
the Russians as the result of an of­ 
ficial statement that the enemy’s of­ 
fensive agains Posen and Silesia has 
completely broken down. 
From Pe- 
trograd reports have come that the 
Russian lines south 
of the Vistula 
have been draw’n back near Warsaw 
for strategic reason. 
It is evident, 
however, that the battle upon which 
the fate of Warsaw may rest is on­ 
ly now’ approaching a climax. 
The German 
official 
statement 
here is regarded as covering 
the 
campaign more 
from 
a defensive 
standpoint, than an offensive. 
By 
forcing the Russians to retreat not 
only in central Poland, 
but 
on the 
southern line, the 
Germans have 
been relieved of the danger of In­ 
vasion. 
The Russians have retreat­ 
ed fifteen miles from the Uow-Low- 
icz line. 
The Germans are reported 
today to be vigorously shelling 
the 
Russian positions and Sochaezew, the 
important railroad town which 
the 
czar’s army is now guarding, has al­ 
ready been damaged. 
The German force engaged in the 
main advance upon Warsaw is now 
said to number more than 800,000 
men. 
The Russians have an even 
greater force and reinforcements are 
being poured into the battle region. 
Sochaezew is the last town of im­ 
portance between the Germans and 
Warsaw.

Clements seriously doubted the le­ 
gality of the increase. 
“The carriers are suffering now 
more from want of freight carry 
than for higher rates,” he said. 
“It 
would not seem to be out of line with 
ordinary prudence and conservatism, 
prevailing in other lines of industry, 
if the carriers 
had undertaken to 
meet this apparently temporary sit­ 
uation as have others.” 
Add $30,000,000 
The increase will affect practical­ 
ly every railroad in the United States 
by adding approximately $50,000,- 
000 annually to their combined rev­ 
enues. 
The railroads have stated 
that such additional revenues w’ould 
strengthen their credit and give sta­ 
bility to their securities sufficient to 
enable them to weather the financial 
gale of the war. 
The commission scored the rail­ 
roads for misrepresenting conditions 
in their previous applications for in­ 
creases. 
The representations of the 
carriers in the 1910 cases, that with­ 
out the increases their credit must 
vanish, “proved 
strangely 
at vari­ 
ance with their subsequent experi­ 
ence in the borrowing of hundreds 
of millions,” the commission said. 
Members of the commission refus­ 
ed to state who wrote the majority 
opinion. 
The exceptions from the increase 
will include rates on bituminous coal 
and coke, anthracite coal and 
iron 
ore, and rail-lake-and-rail, lake-anii- 
rail, and rail-and-lake rates. 
A flat 
five per cent increase is allowed 
on 
joint rates between “official classi­ 
fication” 
territory— the 
east— on 
one hand, and southeastern territory, 
the southwest and points on or east 
of the Missouri river on the other; 
on interstate rates to and from New 
England, from and to points in trunk 
line or central freight association—- 
midwest— territory; on rates to and 
from New York; and throughout “of­ 
ficial classification,” or eastern ter­ 
ritory. 
Generally the commission held: 
Joint rates between official clas­ 
sification territory (the east) on the 
one hand and southeastern territory, 
the southwest and points on east of 
the Missouri river on the other may 
be increased not to exceed five per 
cent of the division of the rate ac­ 
cruing to the carriers in official clas-

LONDON, Dec. 18.— The route of 
retreat of the Austrian army from 
Servia is a path of horror. 
It is a 
path marked by the bodies of dead 
and dying, of wrecked wagons and 
w orse wrecks of men driven insane— 
hopelessly mad— by 
the 
suffering 
they endured. 
I was with the Austrian army in 
its precipitous retreat from Servia. 
I saw this army transformed almost 
in a day from that of a force of con­ 
querors to a helpless, staggering dis­ 
organized mass of men. 
The retreat 
from Servia was a rout. 
Th© Austrian destruction in Servia 
is sweeping. For forty railes from tile 
frontier the country 1s as deserted 
and as silent as a tomb. Hundreds of 
residents of Servian towns have been 
executed. 
The 
Austrians 
promised, 
with 
great jubilation, to take us to Bel­ 
grade November 25. 
But the plans 
suddenly changed. 
We were hurried 
out of Servia in wagons. 
There was 
no explanation for the sudden change 
of plans, and after leaving the wag­ 
ons we were loaded on a train and 
taken to Budapest. 
There huge w a g ­ 
on 
trains 
filled the roads. 
There 
were madmen 
and 
wounded, and 
then we discovered that the Servians 
were advancing. 
We had taken part in a retreat— 
an utter rout. 
Th© alarm sensed in the popula­ 
tion at Budapest was also noted in 
! Vienna. 
The city was flooded with 
homeless 
refugees 
from 
Galicia. 
When I left Vienna, 
December 4, 
coal was being doled out to citizens 
in fifteen pound lots, and carried 
home by them either on their shoul­ 
ders, or by the wealthy in taxicabs 
and carriages. 
• The Austrians mercilessly 
criti­ 
cise the Germans, declaring the kais­ 
er's forces are not helping them. 
The Hungarians bitterly assail the 
Austrians, asserting that the latter 
force them to stand the brunt of the 
Servian charges.

conditions which cause continual a n ­ 
noyance and often render those who 
are thus affected unable to success­ 
fully carry out their work.

naturally our system,

ways. protects against the invasion 
of infectious germs. 
The blood sup­ 
plies the most important aid in this 
direction for it contains little bodies 
known as leucocytes which are

Ills statement follows;

“ ’Twas the night before Christmas 
and all through the house 
Not a creature was stirring—not ev­ 
en a mouse.” 
And that night, only a week away,

dawn to the delirious

Christmas alone brings to tho child­ 
ish heart.

a song in their hearts and a feeling 
of love in their souls which seems 
a part of the wondrous story of the 
Christ-child first heard in the soft 
lap of an angel mother whose beau­ 
tiful face looks through the mists 
of the years. 
In the bleak canons of Colorado 
that same night will be hundreds of 
little tots, as homeless and pitiful as 
the child in the manger at Beth­ 
lehem.

MADISON, Wls., Dec. 18. — “The 
regulation of tire insurance rates by 
the state was recommended by 
the 
National Convention 
of Insurance 
Commissioners at its meeting iu New 
York last week.’* 
This is the statement of Herman 
L. Ekern, 
commissioner 
of insur­ 
ance who has just returned from at­ 
tendance on this convention where 
he acted as chairman of the special 
cot uuittee which had this matter in 
charge, and actively pressed 
these 
measures before the convention. Mr. 
Ekern said: 
“The plan adopted bv the conven­ 
tion proposes to do away with 
ex­ 
cessive charges and discriminations 
in fire insurance rates. 
Where 
a 
combination of companies agree to 
collect fixed rates, the commissioner 
of insurance shall have power to or­ 
der the proper rate substituted for 
an unjust or discriminatory 
rate. 
Where companies do not agree to 
collect the rate, the power of the 
commissioner is limited to ordering 
the removal of discriminations, no 
such discrimination to be removed 
by increasing the rate unless the in­ 
crease is approved by the comm is­ 
sioner. 
Means Fair Kates 
“ Whether the legislation adopted 
permits or prohibits© agreements to 
collect the rate, the co-operation of 
the companies is to be required for 
the purpose of 
making 
fair and 
equitable rates. 
“ In brief, the enactment of these 
proposed laws means that there will 
be a state authority to whom any 
citizen may make complaint for the 
investigation of the rates he is charg­ 
ed for fire insurance. 
This will pro­ 
vide for the correction of discrimi­ 
nations or excessive charges. 
The 
public and tile companies and agents 
will be protected against secret rate 
cutting agreeing is, like the old rail­ 
road rebates. 
by prohibiting 
all 
agreements not made public. 
“The convention, which includes 
the departments 
of all the states, 
was well attended, and the regula­ 
tion of fire insurance rates was the 
big topic. 
The states of Missouri, 
Kentucky. North Carolina, Pennsyl­ 
vania and Massachusetts 
have spe­ 
cial commissions and comm ittees In­ 
vestigating this subject to report to 
the coming legislatures. In addition, 
this legislation is 
certain 
to 
be 
pressed in Minnesota, Oregon, Illi­ 
nois, Wisconsin 
and a number of 
other states. 
Stop Overcharge 
“ This legislation 
will 
do away 
with the annual overcharge of over 
$1,500,000 to Wisconsin policyhold­ 
ers as compared with other states. 
More than this, it will assure to the 
people that they shall get the real 
savings from reduced 
fire 
losses. 
This will make tire prevention work 
effective and permanent, and within 
a few years reduce the cost of in­ 
surance at least by half.”

ll. L. Taylor, speaking tirst, made 
the assertion that as a result of the 
framing of the doctrine iii 1823 by 
President Monroe with the help of 
John Quincy Addams, then secretary 
of state, there is no danger of the 
invasion by South American coun­ 
tries by the nations of Europe. 
The 
South American republics, lie said, 
needed the strong hand of the r u t t ­ 
ed States to protect them iii 
their 
early days as nations. The charac­ 
terized the Monroe doctrine far su­ 
perior to the proposed alliance be­ 
tween the United States and some 
of tho South American states, an al­ 
liance which would be taken by Eu­ 
ropean powers as a sign of hostility. 
Ii ay don Against 
IL G. Hayden, 
speaking 
against 
the continuance of the doctrine, ex­ 
plained that tile period of usefulness 
of the document bad 
passed, 
inas­ 
much as the, condition at which the 
doctrine was aimed has been elim ­ 
inated. 
He said that the doctrine 
was framed to oppose tb s Holy Al­ 
liance. the bond formed in 1822 be­ 
tween Austria, Russia, France 
and 
Prussia to aid Spain in getting back 
her revolted South American colon­ 
ies. 
At the time, Mr. Hayden con­ 
ceded. the framing of the doctrine 
was an excellent measure, 
as 
the 
'Panish-Amerlcan states were weak. 
The usefulness of the measure, he 
maintained, has bern outgrown as 
the South American countries 
are 
now- strong enough to take care of 
themselves. 
He held th at the con­ 
tinuance of the doctrine 
will 
be 
liable to bring about trouble between 
the I’nited 
States 
and 
European 
countries in cases of a breach 
of 
neutrality by any of the South Amer­ 
ican countries. 
Mr. Hayden 
further 
maintained 
that the "A. B. C.” countries— Ar­ 
gentine, Brazil and Chile— were dis­ 
pleased at the action of the allies in 
the present European w*ar in pro­ 
testing some time ago to the United 
States instead of to them on the m at­ 
ter of the South American states sup­ 
plying German ships with eoal and 
provisions.

ROME. Nov. 23.— By Mail to New 
York.— The homely “Song 
of 
the 
Shirt” has become today symbolical 
of Italy— land of melody. It Is not In 
the houses of the poor 
that 
this 
“stitch, stitch, stitch from morning 
till night,” has become the watch­ 
word. 
The click of the knitting needle, 
the hum of the sewing machine, the 
snip of the scissors are heard In the 
grand salons of the aristocratic and 
the nobility with a significance which 
indicates but one thing— Italy’s ul­ 
timate participation in the great Eu­ 
ropean war. 
Italy’s women have given evidence 
of this expected entrance into the 
field of battle in the near future. 
While Italy’s new cabinet under Pre­ 
mier Saiandra is steadily advancing 
toward the recognized and inevitable 
participation, the women are form­ 
ing a phalanx of their own— arous­ 
ing every stratum of society to ac­ 
tion. 
Call for Warm Clothes 
The Duchess D’Acquara Caracciolo 
has accepted 
the 
presidency of a 
committee of aristocratic women op­ 
enly calling all women of Italy to 
come to the aid of their country’s 
soldiers, with the indispensable help 
of warm clothing. 
Tile very class of supplies demand­ 
ed is significant of Italy’s 
planned 
entrance into the war drama. For it 
portends 
battle 
in 
the north in 
Triesse. 
Indeed, the winter supplies 
sound a significant note. 
The women 
of Italy, high and low, are knitting 
scarfs, heavy socks, helmets, cutting 
and sewing heavy woolen shirts and 
underwear, demonstrating conclusive­ 
ly the fact that the army Is being 
prepared for war in the mountains 
of northern Italy, where it is very 
cold. 
The present social season which is 
on the eve of opening has given in­ 
dication already 
of 
its tendencies. 
Dansants, 
b s benefits 
for 
raising 
funds toward 
this 
preparation for 
war, are being planned. 
All of the 
salons of the “ white aristocracy” will 
be opened to this end. What was pre­ 
dicted as a dull social season will 
undoubtedly be animated, even if not 
joyous, owing to this sinister shadow 
of war looming ominously as a goad 
toward immediate activity. 
Keep Hospital Supplies 
The government 
has 
prohibited 
the exportation of gauze and all cot­ 
ton stuff suitable for bandages. This 
material is utilized by the women in 
their work today— as well ae the sup­ 
plies of woolens. As a result of the 
open entry of the Italian women into 
the field of labor for their own sol­ 
diers all similar efforts for nations 
already at war are being discouraged. 
As is characteristic of all under­ 
takings where pocketbooks must be 
opened. Americans are being called 
to the aid of Italy. In the hotels fre­ 
quented by Americans it is a com­ 
mon sight to see women sitting in 
groups after luncheon or dinner bus­ 
ily knitting. Great interest has been 
shown among American and English 
citizens of Rome in aiding Belgium 
and Servia, but an earnest plea has 
been made to turn 
these supplies 
from the two warring countries to 
Italy. Cards are sent out, personal 
visits made and many 
efficacious 
ways are devised to get charitably 
inclined Americans to work for Italy. 
And although the war has caused a 
general exodus fro mltaly, there are 
many Americans for whom even the 
terrors of war are not strong enough 
to deprive them of their accustomed 
winters in Rome and Florence. 
Stop Servian Relief 
The work of English and Ameri­ 
can women in behalf of Servia has 
met with a significant setback. 
Not 
that Italy looks with disfavor upon 
this work. but the needs of the coun­ 
try itself in an hour when gauze and 
bandage material is at a premium, 
have called forth decisive action in 
regard to prohibited sales. Whatever 
supplies go to warring countries have 
been purchased secretly and private­ 
ly by women desirous of aiding the 
suffering Servians 
In Rome especially 
is 
woman’s 
work at fever heat. 
And the ardent 
ladies of the nobility and the aris­ 
tocracy do not hesitate to descend 
from their heights to beg the aid of 
any foreigners who fall beneath their 
gaze. 
Nothing is discussed in social 
circles with the same vivacity as this 
impending war. 
Society practically 
uses its prestige to filch from the 
fingers of the leisure classes of non- 
combatting nations, the helmets and 
scarfs which the charitably inclined 
are making. 
Public Plea 
The fact that a public plea signed 
by the Duchess D’Acquara has been 
made not only though letters but 
through communications to the news­ 
papers reflects the serious aspect of 
conditions as seen by the aristocracy. 
That Italy is aroused thoroughly 
by its women’s call for aid in behalf 
of the soldiers has been evidenced 
by the way men are flocking to their 
support. 
One prominent man has re­ 
plied to the duchess’ appeal with a 
note enclosing thirty lire. He states 
that while women are making hel­ 
mets. scarfs, gloves, etc., men should 
send funds for the cause.
